An Opposition journal cliavactorizes tho 
Budget BpeeoU as "(laintily-disliod sopli- 
iBtrioa;" but it is evidoiit, novoitliolosH, 
that tho speech was a vcryabloaml tolling 
ouo— one Minisloiialiat journal says itwns 
tho ablest ever delivered in Canada. It 
may be, howovor. that Mr. Cartwrignt has 
dona what new Ministers aro apt to in- 
cline to— painting things as thtiy came 
from the bands of his predecessor in dark 
<lolQun' in order to produce tho .bettor 
oorit'i^st in favor of bis own financial 
aohioTemisnts. Be that as it may, it ia 
quite certain that the. laxliibit is rot very 
cheering,— it is in strange contrast with 
those of previous years. Tho Minister of 
Finance must, however, excuso ns for in- 
dulging the belief that matters aro not 
quite so bad ns his financial exposition 
would lead one to suppose. Wo havo be- 
fore us official returns, nskod for by Mr. 
Mitchell, showing that the revenue re- 
ceived during the first niue months of tbo 
present fiscal year amounted to $1G,006, - 
927 91; as against §14,780, 259 60 received 
daring the same period of 1872-73, thus 
•bowing an increase of $1,316,068 25, and 
• there seemed little reason for doubting 
that the difference would incranse with 
the lapse of time, even on tho old basis. 
One journal intimates tho existence of a 
suspicion that tho Govoruniont aro not 
acting openly and in good faitli in the 
matter, and oven goes tho length of sug- 
gesting that "they desiro to conceal tlio 
' actual receipts of tho treasury for tho 
current season until thoy get their Bud- 
got passed." It appears from statistical 
information not open to question that the 
revenue receipts during the past four 
years gradnally rose from fifteen millions 
and a half to close upon twenty-one mil- 
lionsj and that the surplus over oxpendi- 
tnre during the four years and throe-quar- 
ters'Up to the end of last March, amount- 
ed to eleven millions in round nninbors. 
With these facts before ono, and without 
the knowlodgo of any serious lualc, it i.s 
difficult to understand how tlio condition 
of things indicated in tho very able Bud- 
get speech could have been suporindnccd. 
The new Provinces, British Columbia, 
Manitoba, and PrinoeEdward Island, are 
very conveniently blamed with being tho 
chief cause of the deficit, which is repre- 
aented'^by the dilTerence between twenty- 
one and twenty-four milHons; butitmust 
bo remembered that British Columbia 
and Manitoba havo now been several 
years in tho Union, and wo aro not awaro 
of any fresh charges on tho Federal Trca- 
aury on their account. As for Prince Ed- 
ward Island, the difference between what 
■he receives from and contributes to the 
Federal exchequer would bn a mere bag- 
atelle in su far as the present discussion 
is concerned. We. are free to confess, 
however, that wo have not given tho sub- 
ject that close scrutiny wliicli would jun- 
tify a very pronounced expression of opin- 
ion one way or the other. It ia to bo hop- 
ed, however, for the sake of tho country 
that the new Finance Minister has fallen 
into an extreme the opposite of that witli 
which he charges his predecessor. Wo 
would rather not believe, however, in tlio 
motives ntti-ibuted by some of our con- 
temporaries. A suspicious imp at our 
elbow suggests as a possible luotivu for 
putting a bad face on the national finances 
at the present juncture, the desire to pre- 
pare the public mind for giving British 
Columbia poor terms, or excusing the 
noQ-fnlfilment of the old terms.

Hon. Mr. Walkem esnmiuGd by tho 
Bench. —On the 2'Jth of July, iu com- 
pany with DeCosmos and otlior parties, I 
went in the Oariboo-riy to Burrard Inlet; 
I invited myaolf as Moody & Co. had 
asked me to visit the Inlet; got to Bur- 
rard Inlet; my main object was to be- 
come acquainted with tho lumber iutor- 
oat; reached Texada Island in the early 
morning at that part called Blubber Bay; 
Moody, d)oCosmoa, Dalby and others 
said (Ley -were going ushoro to look for 
minerals; I declined going, remaining on 
tho beach; after this I took a Run und 
rambled round the Island; John Hall and 
Harry Trim joined us at Blubber Bay; 
on our return when on board tho steam- 
er iron ore was talked of fi-ocly ; witness 
wout up to the hill, where tho iron 
ore was, then on the Island; sub- 
sequently wo returned to the steamer; his 
main object in visiting Texada was to see 
tho ore; on their return to Burrard Inlot 
had a convorsation with Mr. Moody; 
iMoody uskod mo what I thought of tho 
iron doi)Obit and if I would liko to bo 
in it; I replied no, for I hadalways, when 
in tho Lands & Works olHco kept free 
from speculation, and would wish to do 
RQ then; I stated that I was willing to as- 
sist Trim and othors as they had incur- 
red cousiiloraldo exponso; I would con- 
tributo -jOmeJjing to encourage such use- 
ful operations; I asked Jlood.v if DeCos- 
mos was interested in tho mino, or cou- 
iiooted with it; he said no; Moody sard ho 
would liko m» to join with him iu this 
matter, as the exjjenso would fall heavily 
iijion liim; was told .some of tho ore had 
been sent to j\Ir. Sproat. -Trim told wit- 
ness that but for aid from Moody i Co. 
ho would not have been able to have pi-os- 
poctod, so ho wanted mo to join the par- 
ty.

I aaid that in 
iny private character I would act for them 
and did so act; after this I spoke to 
Moody, asking if ho ever gnvn DnCosroos 
a power of attorney; Moody said no; De- 
Cosmos l;ail written to hiiii, but ho had 
not ans-.vored tho letter; DeCosmos after 
tliis told witness hehad no intorest^□ it; 
Moody had never answered his letter, and 
ho oould not act without writing; 
Witness had no interest, directly 
or indirectly in this matter and if 
ho had would use his owu namo, as 
he coasidorod it quito. legitimate; never 
had told him that pcsitively hehad noin- 
terest in the mine under notioo.

Dear I reached horo tho 21st of 

]\Iarch. It wai tho hardest trip orar tak- 
en in this northern country, and I nm 
sorry I camos,-) early — 1 inonthston soon. 
Tho oonnfry is covered with iconiid snow. 
I have taken up two claims — ono on Tlii- 
bcrt's and., 0ne ..,bj^re. The miners are 
proapeoting and find poor prospects. On 
Thiberts Creek last weok wo sunk holes in 
different places and found nothing th^t 
would iiay. We liad to light fires nnd 
thaw out tho dirt, before wo could sink. 
We havo not j)rospectod our claim on this 
creek. Tho claims token up last fall are 
good. 

{S^This creek is staked off for 16 miles. 

Four of us aro going out to prospect a 
new creek 12 miles from hero to-morrow, 
but snow is so deep and soft that it ia 
hard to travel. 

Gold could not liire mo to come up the 
Stickeen River again in the same season 
of the year; altho^ugh I . fattened on ^ .the 
trip after hauling 250 ' lbs. on ' a Bleigh 
through nnow up to my knoos. Provis- 
ions aro going to bo aearco. T was .soTcn 
TTceks coming from Fort Wrangol to bore. 
Some doy.". wo would make only ono mile. 
We were seven days in a snow storm and 
never moved, and nothing saved us but 
the exertion in drawing the loads, so that 
oold could not take any eifoot.
